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EVENING WITH MOORE 


Famous Irish Poet Eulogized at Enter- 
tainment Held at Town Hall, Sun- 
day Evening, by St. Augus- 
titie’s Church. 


CONCERT AND ADDRESS. 


Under the auspices of St. Augustine's 
church an evening with Moore was held 
at {the ‘Town hall last Sunday night 
The hall was nearly full of townspeople, 
while many from Lawrence were also 


' 
| present. 


Splendid music was rendered by St. 
Augustine’s choir as a chorus while 
members sang solos and quartette selec- 
They were assisted in the musi- 


The evening with Moore was most ap- 
propriate, coming as it did, so close to 
St. Patrick’s day. The Rev. Joseph 
Moran, O. 8. A., of Lawrence, gave a 
very excellent address on Tom Moore, 
which was listened to with a great deal 
of interest and close attention. Fr. 
Moran spoke in part as follows: 

“Iam with you this evening to help 
to do honor to the idol of the poet's 
circle, the darling of continental aris- 
tocracy, the wit of England's fashion- 
able Bohemia, Erin's child of genius, 
sweet singer and far-famed bard,.Tom 
Moore. - 

“A hundred years are as yesterday 
in the light of Tom Moore's poetry. 
A century which has seen the rise and 
extinction of more than. two genera- 
tions of the human. family has not 


dimmed for a single \instant the bril- 
liancy of his poetic fame, nor dimin- 
ished the zest and relish with. which 


his works are read. Age, which ‘mel- 
lows and improves all things good, has 
but added to their exquisite flavor and 
compressed their precious: juices, until 
they exhale a fragrance and a perfume 
ardund, peculiarly and exclusively thei 
own, 

“The, true test of genius. consists in 
the. lasting quality and beneficial ten- 
dency of its work. ‘The wise and the 


good,’ Holy Writ tells us, ‘shall rest 
from their labors,; but’) their works 
shall -follow them.’ It is not the mar- 


ble-column, nor yet the monument of 
brass, carved by human hands, Which 
really perpetuate. These may crum- 


-ple,*moulder and decay, and the hero, 


soldier, statesman, prince’ to whom 
they are raised, pass away from the 
memory of man; but in the good which 
men do, they shall live, and their liv- 
ing creations shall survive the crash 
of armies and the wreck of empires. 
“What Mozart and Beethoven were to 
music, what Michael Angelo and Ra- 
phael were to the plastic art, -Tom 
Moore was to the realm of poetry and 
song. He Was a part of its creation, 
and he Created too. Petrarch and Tas- 
so were crowned with the bay in the 
Tuscan’ Capital, but the lover of Lau- 
ra, and the author of Jerusalem de- 
livered, never conceived or bequeathed 
to a grateful posterity, more lulling 
songs—songs that go ;straight- to. the 
heart, than did the author of “Lalla 
Rookh" and_the “Irish Melodies. 
“Dante, made immortal by his “In- 


terno,” and the blind Milton, “whose 
imagination out ran the bounds of 
‘flaming space; where angels trembled 


as they gazed,” never caught a glimpse 
‘ stant -eternity of fame 
child of

song—Tom Moore. 

“Born in a humble quarter of Dublin, 
n the 28th day of May, 1779, Moore Was 
blessed with'a very amiable father and 
a mother, who in head and heart qual- 
ites; has rarely been excelled by any 
member of her sex. He was_ his 
mother's first-born, and inhérited from 
her, his great kindliness of. nature, as 
well as the more spiritual gift, of in- 
tellect: * ° ' 

“He ran an honorable course through 
Trinity college, and displayed a mar- 
vellous gift for acting and music. 
While not a great linguist, Moore was 
certainly endowed with the gift of 
tongues; so that when he left the Uni- 
versity of Dublin in 1799, with his 
classical studies completed, he was 
proficient in both French and Italian. 
His-youth—he was only 20—his hum- 
ble parents and meagre fortunes, had 
not prevented him from gaining a foot- 
hold in Dublin society. For besides 
his personal! gifts, he was already 
known as a poet, from some published 
effusions, under the sobriquet of T. M,, 
and it was whispered about, that the 
pretty youth, who had dabbled tn the 
plot that finally sent his college-mate, 
Robert Emmet, to the gallows, had 
under his arm the manuscript of the 
“Odes of Anacreon,” which, to the un- 
sophisticated aristocrats of Dublin, 
gave to the young bard an air of fas- 
cinating wordliness. 

Through the influence of | Lord 
Moira, Moore was made Recorder of 
the Admirality Court of Bermuda, and 
in that far-off island he heard of the 
tragic death of this splendid youth. 
He knew full well of the fond an@¢ 
tender relations with his affianced— 
the beautiful and ,accomplished Miss 
Curran, daughter of the great Irist 
orator, John Philpott Curran, and 
moaning with a stricken heart over his 
murdered friend,. he poured forth the 
full tide of his sorrow in those mem- 
orable lines: 


‘It is not the tear, at this moment 
shed, 
When the cold turf has just been laid 
| oer him, 
| That can tell how beloved was the 
| friend that’s fled, 
Or how deep in our hearts we de- 


plore him.- 
‘Tis the tear thro’ many a long day 
wept, 
‘Tis life's whole path o'er shaded. 
‘Tis the one remembrance fondly kept 
When all lighter griefs have faded." 


After tracing Moore's’ interesting 
career till his death in 1852 at the age 
of 73, Rev. Fr. Moran frequently quot- 
ed from his notable works. 


“Moore was distinguished for his 
When singing he .was 
the impersonation of all we could im- 
agine of poet and musician combine 
bard... He was like the impro- 
Visitore and when the tide of thought 
came over him it Was poured out in 
harmonious cadences of exquisite va- 
riety. 

“Treland can never forget Tom 
Moore. He has left in his melodies a 
deathless legacy of fame to his native 
They ure among the dearest 
relics of fatherland which the Irish- 
man curries in -his heart in devotion 
to the land of his birth.

The Religious Situation in France 


In the Revue du Clerge francais, for 
Jan. 1902, the Abbe. Bricout writes— 
“The situation’t$ very serious for the 
church of France. - Desperate conflict 
with the-enemies from without, di- 
visions more dangerous and fatal within, 
those are the perils of the present hour. 

“Of these ‘divisions within’ we have 
not now space and time to speak, but in 
refutation of the ‘common impression 
that France, being a nominally Chris- 
tian country, needs no missions sent 
from other lands, let us consider a few 
authenticated facts... These facts dem- 
onstrate the existence of ‘enemies from 
without’ the church, ‘Catholic and Prot- 
estant. 

“There has recently been brought to 
light a secret society in France, the 
Freres de la Cote or Brothers of the 
Coast. This society has now 2,500,000 
members and is made up entirely of 
school boys between the ages of fourteen 
and twenty, It is controlled by three 
chiefs who have their headquarters in 
Paris. The head chief, who is practi- 
cally a despot, is unknown to all these 
members, save the second chief. Three 
local chiefs are appointed for each town. 
These arrange meetings, collect sub- 
scriptions and control local affairs, sub- 
ject to the Paris staff. All meetings 
are held in absolute secrecy usually in 
the open air,.while sentries -are posted 
to give warning of the approach of -non- 
members. 
but statements and commands are 
written down and passed fron hand to 
hand, 

“And what are the objects of this vast 
association of youths at the most im- 
pressionable time of life? 

“First and foremost they are bound to- 
‘gether for the propagation of atheism 
and the destruction of the Papal church. 
On the arm-of-each—member=is~tatooed 
in large characters the letters ‘A. D.,” 
Anti Dien, or against God. These 
letters carry with them a vow to ob- 
serve as little as possible the rules of 


the church... No. Brotherc-of--the» Coast” 


must genuflect before the .altar; he 
must never confess unless he be dragged 
to the priest; he must never commune 
save under parental compulsion. In 
brief he must ‘utterly forego all re- 
ligious rites. : 

“What a poor. prospect does this one 
fact open for the future of France! 
Others might be cited to show how far 
this once. faithful-“‘Daughter of the 
Church” has fallen before her foes. 

“Does not France need succor from 
the followers of Christ to save her 
from atheism? ‘The oft told story of 
Robert McAll who heard the Macedon- 
ean cry from some Paris workingmen, 
“Come over here and help us,” needs 
not to be repeated in Andover. But do 
we not want to hear how that work 
still goes on since he heard his Master’s 
summons, “Come up higher?”

Mr. D’Arcy’s Paper. 


Abandoned farms are familiar sights 
to everyone who has driven much over 
our New England roads. They are to 
be encountered in all directions, more 
frequently, perhaps, in the western 
counties of Our state but a few at 
least, in all the counties, except Suf- 
folk. Z 

You never come upon one suddenly, 
or without sufficient warning. Even if 
there were no visible indications of it's 
nearness, you would almost feel it, 
in a difference in the atmosphere, in 
an absence of the usual sounds, and in 
a deepening of the sombre - stilJness 
which surrounds you. What you are 
sensible of, is not the quiet and .repose 
of the country. It is rather the silence 
and .selemnity of the tomb. The air 
you breathe seems heavy with the 
weight of desolation and lack of life, 
and ypu experience something of the 
sensation of leaving the lignt) and 
plunging into. gloom, ‘The fields on 
either side are overgrown with a tang- 
led mass of Wild grass and sprouting 
undergrowth, with here and there, a 
glowing bunch of brilliant wild flowers, 
which. seem to seek to infuse a spirit 
of life und beauty into the prevailing 
desolation and neglect; You notice 
that there are many gaps_in, the stone 
walls, and that the fence ‘rails are al- 
most all gone.. You see an old plow 
beside the wall where it had been left 
years before. “It is worm eaten and 
covered with rust, and there are fes- 
toons of wild vines trailing themselves 
over it. There is a hay rake, dilapi- 
it wus left long ago. Nature has 
tuken possession of it, too, and will 
seon cover it’s ugliness with her pro- 
tecting mantle. Signs of neglect and 


abandon multiply as you proceed, un- 


til at last the buildings come into view. 
And these fill up the measure of deso- 
lation, 

The 


; ruinous old house_ stands on a 
litule £ or. rom oad, 


€ = 
slowly but surely falling to pieces 
but’ will stand, perhaps, until some 
storm.comes howling fiercely down up- 
on it, and tumbles it down, a weak 
and hopeless wreck. There is the old 
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chimney still sturdily erect, 
many of its bricks have fallen away, 
and there are ugly seams and cracks 
furrowing it’s weather beaten sides 
The roof has lost its support at the 
eaves, and it hangs droopingly around 
the chimney. Its boards and few re- 
maining shingles are warped and bent. 
The—rafters indicate their presence, 
like the skeleton frame of some gigan- 
tic, lean and famished animal, The 
gluss has long since disappeared from 
the windows, and the outer door is 
gone, or hanging ‘crazily on its rusted 
hinges. You may look inside, and see 
the streaked and discolored walls, and 
the huge holes in the ceiling where 
the laths and plastering have rotted, 
crumbled and fallen. You can see the 
decayed stairs, dropping to pieces un- 
der their own weight, and the old fire 
place, choked with blackened bricks 
and mortar. 

The barns and sheds are heaps of! 
ruins, lying in mis-shapen piles, just 
where’ they fell when rot and decay 
had finished their work. 

Sometimes you may see, near the 
house, the remains of an old fashion- 
ed garden, which was the delight and 
care of the women folks: “Time and 
neglect have not been able -to wholly 


destroy this. Some of the boxwood 
border is still there. It is thing and 
scraggly, but it’s tiny leaves “are as 


green and shining as they ever were. 
A few tufts of white and colored phlox 
have forced their way through the 
tangle of weeds, and vibrate on their 
slender stalks. There are some bril- 
liant flaunting tiger lillies, and here 
and there a gayly colored hollyhock, 
nodding and bending on its reed like 
a stalk. Year after year these plants 
have brought forth their tiny shoots, 
blossomed for their short season, and 
passed away, to reappear again and 
again in this deserted place, as if in 
a mute but persistent endeavor to keep 
it cheerful for the home-coming of the 
departed. mistress. _ : 
There used to be.a path from th 
road to the house door, and a wide cart 
way to the barn, but all traces of them 
is gone. There was another path, too, 
from the back of the house. It was 
evidently a narrow one, in which two 
could not ‘walk abreast, and you can 
still see its wavering line along the top 
or the grass. You follow its course a 


few rods where it ends in a little en- 
closure. <A few flat stones. some still 
uptight, others fallen over  on_ the 


ground, suffices to show You. that-thers 
is the little burying ground where many 
of the former occupants of this desert- 
ed place have slept for years-that sleep 
which knows no waking. -

Then, Dr. Newton read 
an historical sketch of the German 
folk song, choosing so well from the 
mass of lore upon this subject that the 
audience could not but be grateful to 
him for the clearness and conciseness of

songs are in the major key instead of in 
the minur, like the Russian and the 
Swedish, for example, argues well for 
the cheerfulness of the German people. 
Poets, as well as composers, owe much 
to these primitive songs, the develop- 
ment of which forms an_ interesting 
study. : 

With Prof. Downs at the piano, the 
entire chorus_first sang.a very old song, 
“Morgenroth,’”’ and then the boys sang, 
in Latin, one verse of perhaps the oldest 
of all the German folk songs. 

Several groups of songs, fittingly id- 
troduced by Dr, Newton,--were then 
sung, now by the entire chorus, now by 
boys alone, or by girls alone. The 
most beautiful illustration of the re- 
ligious element in ‘these songs was

The other cause, that 
of the superior attractions of trade and 
commerce, is Without doubt, a powerful 
one, and one, at whose, door can justly 
be laid the responsibility, not only for 
the abandonment of a great many 
farms, but for an enormous amount OF 
wretchedness and misery of those, who, 
to engage in them, have left 

farms. Just a word on this point. 
body but those who are in mercantile 
life, realize the hard, exacting condi- 
tions which are requisite to success, the 
years of anxiety and toil, the uncer- 
tainties, the’ perplexities, thee disap- 
pointments, the losses, the constant and 
unremitting watchfulness, and the tre- 
mendously large proportion of failures. 
We all know that not more than five 
out’ of every one hundred who enter 
mercantile lifeever succeed, and scarce- 
ly one in a hundred closes his career 
with a competency. But the boy on 
the farm knows nothing of this. His 
fancy and his ambition are aroused by 
the stories he hears of the one shining 
light, whose, early situation and ad- 
vantages were no better than his, but 
who was able in a few years, to ac- 
quire wealth and distinction in the bus- 
ines world. The boy decides to follow 
He leaves the farm and 
ix soon swallowed up in the ocean of 
toilers and unsuccessful men, Succeeds 
perhaps in just keeping his head above 
Vater, or is cast, like so many others, 
a Wreck upon the shores of business. 
His fate, however, does ‘not, will not, 
deter others from following in his foot- 
steps. And until the real truth of the 
hardships which will confront a youth 
bent upon leaving the farm to enter on 
a business career, are realized at their, 
full Worth, we must expect an army of 
deluded young men to annually aban- 


dan farming for other’ pursuits. 

But although it may -be said with 
truth that all of these causes have 
more or less influence on the -aban- 


donment of farms, there Is one remain- 
ing, Which seems to me to be the most 


powerful single. cause, --~ani without 
which all the others combined, could 
not have succeeded in bringing the 


farming industry to its present condi- 
tion. [I don’t remember to have seen 
this cause to which I refer, but I don't 
claim any monopoly of.its discovery. 
So many minds have been engaged on 
this question, that, without doubt, it 
must have occurred to those who prob- 
ed deeply enough into it-to find alt the 
causes, , 


At the beginning of the Civil War 
our New England’ States presented an 
enviable scene of unexampled agricul- 
tural prosperity. For about two centu- 
ries a class of farmers had been se- 


lecting and cultivating thousands of 
acres of land. From one end to the 
other our New England States were 


dotted with well kept farms and their 
buildings. Generations had been born 
and passed away_whose sole occupation 
was that of farming. The son asa rule, 
followed the vocation’ of. his father, as 
his father and grandfather had done 
before him. The title to the well tilled 
lands descended from father to son, 
with regularity, and as a-.matter.of 
eouPse—Phere-were-comirutittes where 
strangers were rarities, and where 
most of»the inhabitants answered to 
but a limited number of family names. 
These names, ever recurring, could be 
read in the town records, where thos? 
whe bore them tad held the trusted — 
and dignified -offices of selectmen or 
town treasurer, or had represented 
their fellow citizens in the Great and 
General Court. And those names, too, 
could be read on many Of the flgt marble 
or slate headstones in the village cem- 
etery. Years had come and gone in 
these townships without bringing much 
if any, changes, except that with the 
growth of the families, more acres 
were brought under cultivation and the 
old. farms greatly -enlarged, or new 
ones created. If there had been no 
interruption to this state of affairs, it 
can be! assumed that in time all New 
England would have presented the ap- 
pearance of one vast garden, with 
thriving cities interspersed here and 
there. But it could not last forever. 
When President Lincoln issued his 
first call for volunteers it found a rea- 
dy response in the hearts of these far- 
mers and their boys. They were in the 
main, descendants of those colonists 
who had dared to assert their rights to 
against a haughty and dicta- 
torial English ministry and parliament. 


Their ancestors were among those who | 


had lined themselves across the road at 
Lexington, and valiantly sought to dis- 
pute the passage of the British troops 
on their expedition to Concord. — Or 
among those undisciplined, but trium- 
phant volunteers who charged down 
that green slope, over the bridge, and 
along that historic little lane at Con- 
cord, driving the defeated and panie 
stricken regulars before them, or among 
that hardy band which stubbornly and 
desperately defended that redoubt. at 
‘Punker Hill, or fought the battles or 
suffered the hardships of Washington's 
campaigns. Wherever valor, or pa- 
tience, or patriotism was required or 
displayed in the War of the Revolution, 
there was to be found a New England 
farmer, with a superabundance of it. 
It is little wonder, then, that a call to 
the defense of their country was quick- 
ly responded to by men of such lineage. 
and in whose veins flowed the blood of 
centuries of liberty and patriotism. 
Then, all the able-bodied farmers has- 
tened to the recruiting stations; enlist- 
ed under the old flag, donned their unl- 
form of blue, bade goodbye to wife or 
sweetheart; 'and hurried to the front. 
Their term of service was to be of but 
three months’ length. When it was 
ended, they would return to their farms, 
which ‘were for the most part left de- 
pendent on the women and boys. There 
would be gome pecuniary loss in this, 
but it was slight, compared to the sac- 


rifices they were willing to make for 
their country. When the regiments 
marched away they carried with them 


the flower of the New England farmers, 
almost all the able-bodied men and 
youth, capable of bearing arms. They 
left behind them the older men, and 
those too feeble for active service, 
boys too small for soldiers, and 
women. The war had scarcely begun 
when the three months’ term expired. 
There were further enlistments. And 
at the end of the,long four years, the 
survivors of those three months’ men 
were among the battle scarred veterans 
who heard, around their campfires, or 
in line 6f battle, the glad news of Lee's 
surrender and the fall of Richmond. 
During these four sad years, there 
were few battles in ‘which a New Eng- 
land farmer did not fight, few loathe- 
sime prisons in «which a New Eng- 
land farmer did not languish, few hos- 
pitals which did not hear his groans of 
agony, and few bulletins of “killed and 
wounded" which did not contain the 
name-of some New England farmer 
History. repeated itself, and wherever

It. will graft it- 
self on the old stock, deriving what is 
good from: that. but pushing its new 
and vigorous growth to a heigth and 
strength never dreamed of before.

To begin with, we must look at the 
farming in the same light as we do any 
other business, where success is impos- 
sible unless it is conducted intelligently, 
and on business principles. © Farming 
is an old industry. jIt reaches back to 
the beginning of time, and the first 


needs. of the human race. Still it has} poppe 


‘something to learn from modern busi- 
ness methods: Although it is spared 
much of the competition, and hustle,. 
and never failing, watchfulness which 
success demands in other business, yet 


keep up wih the procession, or he -will

quated old fogy. The new generation 
of farmers realizes this, and conducts 
his farm according to modern business 
methods and principles. The farmer 
of fifty years ago comprised all his 
activity. at least as far as farm work 
was concerned,-within the-period from 
April to!’ November, that is, while” his 
‘products would grow in. the open air. 


crops, and then he began to bank up 
his house with seaweed, 
where he could get it. or with sawdust 
or some other material so as to keep 


warm during the cold ‘weather, and 
when it arrived he almost hibernated, 
like a bear, until the spring came 


around again. Of course, I know, he 
did the chores and cut some ‘wood, if the 
fanay took him, but his active farming 
wotk ceased when warm ‘weather de- 
was not. resumed until it 
returned. He was comparatively idle | 
and unproductive in the meantime. But 
it is not so with the modern farmer, I 


mean the business farmer. He has his 
hothouse. He can raise many vege- 
tables under glass, which add not a 


little to his income. He has his dairy, 
can, he establishes a milk route, and 
makes money from that. Then he has 
his poultry yard, and the sale of chick- 
ens and eggs still further increases his 
earnings. He is active all the year 
round, from the first of January till 
the thirty first of December. And he 
makes money at all this. His labors 
are profitable. You can see it for 
yourself. Go to Arlington, Belmont, or 
to Watertown, and see how farming is 
carried on in these places. They are 
perfect hives of industry. Then con- 
sult the agricultural reports, not of 
Massachusetts alone, but of the whole 
United States. You will be surprised 
to find that there is not, in the whole 
Union, a place of the size of Arlington 
that equals it in the wealth and abun- 
dance of its agricultural products. And 
Belmont and Watertown are not far 
behind. Take a trip through Middle- 
sex and Worcester counties, and see the, 
modern, model farms there. Then con- 
sult statistics, and you iwill learn that 
there is no single county in the United
